all publick Payments equal to other new Tenor Bills emitted ſince One 

Thouſand ſeven Hundred and forty, or if there ſhall not be a Sufficiency of 

ſuch Bills, that then the Committee appointed by this Court for ſigning Bills, 

are hereby directed and impowered to take Care and make effectual Proviſion 

as ſoon as may be, to imprint the ſaid Bills, or ſo many as may be needed to 

compleat the ſaid Sum, and to ſign and deliver the ſame to the Treaſurer, 

taking his Receipt for the ſame, and the ſaid Committee ſhall be under Oath 

for the faithful Performance of the Truſt by this Act repoſed in them; and 

the ſaid Sum of twenty Thouſand two Hundred Pounds ſhall be iſſued out of 

the Treaſury in Manner and for the Purpoſes following, vis.
